PARRY Sovunp, Sept. 17.—Capt, A. M. McGreg- 
or reached here yesterday, by tug from Owen 
Sound, and reported passing the wreckage of a 
steamer of Limestone Islands. He packed up 
and brought with him a trunk, a door, and a pil- 
low-slip marked “Steamer Asia.” About 10 a. 
m. today an Indian boat reached here from 
Point au Barrie, about thirty-five miles distant, 
bringing Mr. D. A. Tinkis, of Manitiwaning, 
and Mies Christy Ann Morrison, from near Owen 
Sound, supposed to be 

THE ONLY SURVIVORS 
of the ill-fated steamer. Mr. Tinkis makes the 
following statement:

valued at $23,000, and was rated A 2 by the la- 
land Lloyds. She was a Canadian bottom, and 
was of that class of propeliers known as canal- 


ers. She was sunk last summer, but was raised

Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 17.—The prospects 
of the Garfield Memorial Far are so encourag- 
ing that the Managing Committee has about de- 
cided that it will be necessafy to abandon the 
plan of holding the fair tm the rotunda of the 
Capitol, and that it wall be necessary to engage 
a much larger place. Two buildings are now 
under consideration, the new National Museum 
where the Garfield inauguration was held, and 
the K Street Market- House.

A GEORGIA MYSTERY. 


An Extraordinary Discovery by a Party 
of Fox-Hunters Near Perry, Ga. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 17.—From passengers who 
arrived yesterday from Perry, we learn the fol- 
lowtng particulars of the horrible discovery of 
the naked dead bodies of John Skillings and 

Willis Swift in the woods near Perry. On Fri- 

day afternoon a party of fox-hunters were 

roaming the woods near Perry, and their atten- 
tion was drawn to some groans beard in the 
bushes. Thev dismounted and proceeded to the 
spot from which the groans proceeded. To their 
horror they found two negroes, one cold in 
death and the other warm and breath 
ing, but with tis head all crushed. 
The body of Skillings was found in a cramped 
sitting posture, as if bis death had been caused 
by poison or some internal injury. There was 
not a stitch of clothimg on him, only a ragred 
coat-sieeve hanging on his arm. Swift was found 
stretched at full length with an ugiy bole in his 
head, as if crushed by an ax or 80 lunt in- 
strument. He was groaning but u nscious. 

It is supposed he must have been ly 

ing there for several days. He was also 

naked. About thirty yards distant were found 

a straw hat and calico shirt. How these two 

meu came to their death in this particular man- 

ner is a mystery. From the condition of the 
bodies it is thought that Swift oed only a day or 
two ago, while it is evident Skillings received 
bis terrible blow on bead several days pre- 
viously.

WILL BE LYNCHED. 


The People of Des Meines sun Greatly 
Excited Over the Brutal Assault on 
James by the Bobber HMarris—No Hope 
for the BRefian Wes His Where- 
abouts Are Discovered. 

Des Mots. Ia. Sept. 17.—It was found this 
morning that the Sheriff had sent Harris, the 
assailant of James, in a buggy to the jail at 
Indianola or Adel in charge of two men at 8 
O clock last night, with instructions to kill him 
if he should attempt to escape, or if 
confederates should attempt to rescue 
dim. The mod remained around 
the jail till 2 o'clock this morving, 
and small gangs staid till daylight. Circum- 
stantial proof now leaves little doubt that it 
was Harris who killed Scribner and assaulted 
Kestberg, both of who were evidently struck as 
James was, with a fish-bar or fron biudgeon. 
These deeds were all of such great brutality, 
as if the ruffian committing them delighted as 


much in murder asin robbery, and were com- 
mitted with such remarkable coolness and daring 
that the popular indignation and wrath exceeds 
anything ever known bere and makes it cer- 
tain that Harris will be lynched as soon as hie 
whereabouts can be found, as his identity as 
James’ assailant is clearly established. J

Mayor of Dublin. The Mayor Sever 
before carri d his years with more ease and 


jJauntivess. His round figure bad evidently in- 


creased in proportions, his smiling faee wore a 
rejuvenated appearance, his merry eyes twin- 
kled with fresh fire, and his step had all the 
elasticity of youth. With

under his left arm and a generous bag filled 
with Irish Nationalist speeches in bis rigut hand. 
Mr. Harrison walked ashore, with all the air of a 
man who had come back from a victorious cam- 
paign and was ready to receive the plaudits of an 
appreciative constituency. Bat the inquisitive 
Customs Inspectors were the only reception 
committee to greet him, and manifests of 
dutiable articles the only welcoming that was 
extended him as he stepped foot once more on 
the soil of his native land. The eagle went

Harrison said that his trip had done him great 
good; “for,” said be, I have learned a good 
deal of the Way in which they do things 
over there, and I save been abice to 
make comparisons which impress me fully 
with the belief that Chicago is one of the best- 
governed cities in the world.

IvrormMATiIon is given in a dispatch from 
Collingwood of an appalling lake disaster, 
with great loss of life, The news was 
brought to Collingwood yesterday by D. A. 
Tinkis, who took passage at Owen Sound, in 
Georgian Bay, on the propeller As, bound 
for French River with acargo of lumbermen’s 
supplies. At about II e’eleck last Thursday 
morning the Asia was suddetily struck by a 
heavy storm, and in twenty minutes went 
down. The steamer—one of 350 tons burden 
—was crowded with passengers, many of 
whom lay on cots and sofas in the cabin. The 
course of the vessel was due north when the 
storm struck her, and she quiekly became 
unmanageable. Three boats each containing 
eighteen people put off from the wreck, 
but one was immediately swamped, 
* second was lost sight of, and 
of those in the third only Tinkis and another 
person reached shore alive, the others either 
having died from exposure or were washed 
overboard. Other survivors may yet be 
heard from, but by far the greater number of 
the passengers and trew, numbering nearly 
100, undoubtedly perished. 

Tux barefaced attempt of a parce! of Dem-

THE FPRICE OF WHEAT. 

The old cry comes from New York that the 
West shall forward the wheat harvested this 
year to N York as fast as possible, and 
that those Who sell their wheat the most ex- 
peditiously will get the best prices, because 
there is so much wheat in the country that 
the latest to market will nave to take the 
price offered for a stock largely in excess of 
any want. The New York Journal of Com- 
merce, a very respectable commercial paper, 
but desperately afflicted with the idea that 
this country and all its people were created 
for New York, and-that withont New York 
all would perish and fade, presents the case 
as follows, assuming as facts the matters 
stated: 

The wheat crop of the United States this 
year will be 600,000 bushels, against 0, 
000,000 bushels in 1581, and 480,000,000 in 1880. 
The home consumption, even at low prices, 
cannot exceed 290,000,000 bushels, and last 
year was not over 250,000,000, Taking the 
highest figure for consumption, there must 
be a surplus of 210,000,000 bushels, Our ex- 
ports, counting flour as wheat, were 180,000,- 
000 bushels in 1880, 196,000,000 bushels in 1881, 
and for the year ending June 30, 1882, our ex- 
port was 122,000,000 bushels only. The same 


of hurrying to market with the wheat before 
prices diminish to the minimum by assuming 


tioned the har vests in Europe were deficient, 
that last year our own crop was 4 little 
short, that this year all the countries 
to which we send grain have good crops of 
their own, that Great Britain will have occa- 
sion to buy from all sources only 107,000,000 
bushels, while France will not have to buy 
any. Upon these premises itis further as- 
sumed that, in addition to an unknown quan- 
tity held over from last year, there will be a 
surplus of over 310,000,000 bushels of this 
year’s wheat to sell, with all our best foreign 
customers already supplied, or at least re- 
quiring very little from this country. In 
view of the poverty-stricken condition of the 
country, as pictured by the New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce, with 310,000,000 bushels of 
wheat more than we can eat, or make into 
whisky and drink, and tor which there is no 
market in which we can sell it, what shal! 
the farmers of the West do? ‘ 

The New York paper proposes that they 
send it down to New York and sel! it quiek 
—before the prices fall; that they hurry it 
forward by sail, by steam, by railroad, and 
canal, so that it can get there to be sold be- 
for@the rush shall so fill the market that it 
can be sold for something and not refused as 
not worth storeroom ! 

There are afew of the so-called facts cited 
which require some modification. The Na- 
tional Bureau of Agriculture on the ist of 
September did not estimate the yield of 
wheat this year at 600,000,000; its estimate was 
330,000,000 bushels of winter wheat and 140. 
000,000 of spring, making a total of 520,000,- 
000 bushels. At the time of this estimateit 
was merely an estimate—the wheat bad not 
been counted as it counts -after passing 
through the thrasher. Another fact is, that 
quite a large proportion of the winter wheat 
has heen bought by millers, whose 
stock of old wheat had deen en- 
hausted, and the spring wheat put on the 
market tends towards the mills of the In- 
terior points because of the seantiness of the 
old stock on hand. These facts seem to sli w. 
what has been generally understood, the 
comparatively small stock of last year’s 
wheat on hand. Never, pethaps, have the 
bins been so closely swept as they, were this 
spring. When the official returns of ‘the 
wheat crop have been made it is likely that 
the estimates published wil! require to be 
corrected in the matter of exaggerations. 

‘ Our exports of wheat last year were 
smaller in the matter of bushels than in pre- 
ceding years, but that was due tothe scarcity 
of wheat here and the consequent high 
prices. Despite the high price we sold ali 
we had to sell, and left our stock in hand far 
below that on hand in any previous year.

population is rapidly increasing and furnish, 
ing more consumers, but because, in view of 
the good times and general prosperity, the 
consumption per capita is becoming greater 
year after year, 

There is no hurry on the part of the wheat- 
growers to convert their crop into cash. The 
West has all the money needed to hold the 
entire wheat crop until it is applied for by 
those who are willing to pay a fair price for 
it. It is considered as good an investment 
as is affoftied in any other commodity at this 
time. Bread is an essential of life, and there 
is of necessity a market for bread always 
willing to take it; any surplus this year will 
pay the cost of holding it until the customer 
who needs it shall apply. The wheat in 1882 
will not be a drug in the market, There is 
no need of sacrificing it. There is ne ocea- 
sion for sending it to New York to be sold 
for what it will bring. It must eventually be 
sent for, and at sellers’ prices, and until it is 
wanted there is no occasion to sacrifice it for 
anything less than it is worth or will bring, 

THE PACKED TARIFF COMMISSION. 

Ts it not about time that some humane per- 
sun who has Influence with the Adininistra- 
tion should cause the recall of the peranfbu- 
lating Tariff Commission ? It has already be- 
come au object of sympathy, and if it con- 
tinues much longer on its travels it will be- 
come an object of derision. The commission 
has been a complete and ignominious failure. 
While its composition precluded the hope 
that it would approach the investigauon of 
the tariff in a candid or unbiased spirit, it 
was supposed that the members would have 
the discernment and good taste to maintain 
at least the appearance of judicial impartial- 
ity. They went on the commission, of course, 
as representatives of special interests, their 
faith and hoaor being mortgaged be- 
forehand to make a report favorable to the 
mofre-tariff grabbers. The commissien was 
“set up.“ much uns a jury is in the Criminal 
Court ot Cook County when a desperate but 
influential effender is to stand his trial. But, 
as we have said; it was generally supposed 
that the Commissioners would play the farce 
out to the end with personal gravity and 
decorum, It was uotimagined by anybody 
that they would openly announce their 
shame to the world and exhibit the proofs of 
a dishonorable bargain.in public. 

One thing in connection with the sessions 
of the commission must have struck the 
most casual readers of the reports, and that 
is the eagerness with which each member 
rushes to the defense of the industry he was 
specially appointed to represent. If ahy 
witness testifies concerning the tariff on wool 
and the need of reducing it, Garland attacks 
him with the asperity of a hen defending her 
solitary chicken. I iron or steel is men- 
tioned Oliver is instantly on the alert, and 
interjects specious arguments on bis own be- 
half into the very midst of the testimony. 
So it is with Hayes, who represents the wobl 
en manufacturers, and Boteler, who has iron 
and coal interests in West Virginia, and 
Kenner, who is the sugar attorney of the 
comnussion, and Underwood, who repre- 


sents the “infant manufacturing industries” | 


of Georgia. These men are all acting the 
partof attorneys, not of judges or jurors: 
yet they were nominally appointed and 
sworn as judges and jurors, but not as at- 
torneys. 

The eritieism we have to make on the Tar- 
iff Commission is, that it has acted threugh- 
out in the interests of protected industries 
which employ comparatively but a smal! 
part of the labor or capital of the country. 
The commission has given a respectful hear- 
ing to no one save to specially interested 
non-tariff advocates. ‘The 25,000,000 of agri- 
cultural non-protected consumers and the 
45,000,000 of non-protected consumers of all 
classes have been practically unrepresented 
both In the composition of the commission 
and in its deliberations. Before the Des 
Moines meeting, no one had suggested or 
pointed out the enormous damage to 
the farmers of the abnormally high 
prices of manufactures, hor how er- 
cessive prices impair the powers of 
the farmers to buy. No one (save 
Mr. Philpott, of Des Moines) has point- 
ed out the fallacy of the preposterous 
humbug assertion that if the tariff tax were 
reduced all the factory operatives would 
rush on to the farms. There is not horse- 
power enough in America to haul factory 
hands to the farms, They would not work 
on the farms at three times the town wages, 
and the town wages are always far higher 
than farm-hand wages. During the worst of 
the panic period the wages paid to mechanics 
in the cities were still double those paid by 
the farmers to their hands, simply because 
the latter could not afford to pay more. 

The Tariff Commission has shut its eyes fo 
these facts. It has not wanted to see thei. 
It has not summoned witnesses who would 
be likely to tell them. It has confined its at- 
ventions to wealthy capitalists who croak of 
their misfortunes and to free-trade doctrin- 
tres who, by the very vehemence of their 
arguments, ad to make the whole subject 
of tariff-reform. ridiculous,. Mr. Robert P. 
Porter, one of the members of the commis- 
sinn, took its measure exactly when he said 
that its meetings in the West were “‘afarce,”’ 
and that even the manpufactuters took no in- 
terest in it because they believed they owned 
it, and that it would report in their favor 
gnyhow, Mr. Porter suggested that if the 
commission continued to be treated with 
disdain and contempt both by the manufact- 
urers and Ly the non-protected consumers it 
might take a terfible revenge by making “a 
minority report.” This is a confessiun of 
three things: First, that the majority report 
isalready made up in favor of the tariff 
bosses; second, that a minority report is only 
a threat, bys not a probability; third, that 
the commission was packed in the first place 
expressly to prevent a minority report.“ 
This being true, we do not see why the 
junketing farce sheuld continue, unless in- 
deed the per diem of $10 and traveling ex- 
penses have attractions to the Commissioners 
too powerful for them to resist.

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THE MISSING DORSEY LETTERS. 

It may have been noticed that the publica- 
tion of the interesting series of letters writ- 
ten by Stephen B. Dorsey to Gen. Garfield 
after the Presidential election and before the 
inauguration was suddenly interrupted and 
has never been resumed. The newspaper 
adventnrer who gave the first of these letters 


to the world avowed that he had a complete 
file of them, and promised to print them all 


“when Dorsey was acquitted.” Fortunately 
for the reputation of the repositary of these 
valuable archives Dorsey has not been ne- 
quitted,” and wé have no present Informa- 
tion that he ever will be acquitted. Three 
quarters of a jury of his countrymen be- 
lieved that he oncht now to be adorhing 
some congenial penitentiary, and but for the 
obtuseness and obstinacy of the other three 
jurors he might at this moment be fulfilling 
that appropriate destiny.

But Routt was not appointed nor seriously 
considered by Gen. Garfield. 

The burden ef proof is against Dorsey. 
Ile urged many things vehemently, arrogant- 
ly, impudently, coarsely, and vociferously. 

Garfield was not 
hfluenced by his suggestions or tirades in the 
smallest degree, Nobody was rejected on 
account of Dorsey’s -opposition. Nobody 
was appointed in consequence of his recom- 
mendation. The polley outlined for Garfield 
by Dorsey was not followed in the smallest 
respect. As Secretary of the Republican 
National Committee, Dorsey assumed the 
right to dictate to the President-elect in the 
most impudent style.

Washinoton, D. C., Sept. 17,.—The friends of 
Secretary Foiger, assuming that he is to be nom- 
inated Governor of New York, and is not to re- 
turn here, are nhing to review his career as 
Secretary. One of them said today that during 
the eleven months that be has been Secretary 
be bas carefully examined personally every 
question that has come before Him.

ENGLAND’S SPIRIT OF ACCOMMODATION 
NRATLY ILLUSTRATED. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 17.—Lord Dufferin to- 
day informed the Porte that the military opera- 
tions of the British fn Evypt bad ceased and 
England was about to withdraw a portion of ber 
troops. He left it to the Bultan to decide 
whether or not it is now necessary to sign the 
Angio-Turktish military convention. 

AT ALEXANDRIA, 
Spec Cabie. 

ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 18—The proposed ar- 
rangements with reference to the capitulation 
of Kafr-el-Dwar have had to be entire- 
ly modified, owing to the bodily dis- 
appearance ot one of the ebief 
actors in the ceremony of the 
surrender, witich was to have been followed by 
the disbandment of the Egyptian army—aamely: 
the disappearance of the army  itseif, 
On Friday aight a report reached headquarters 
that the revels were itaving in large 
numbers. At daybreak yesterday Capt. Slade. 
on riding to their lines, found them almost en- 
tirely deserted. He at once returned with the 
news, aud Gen, Wood decided to proceed forth- 
with to..Kafr-el-Dwar. He issued orders 
for the Forty-ninth and Fifty-third Regiments 
to prepare to march out in the afternoon to o- 
cupy the abandoned position. Skirting the 
southern flank of the redoubts they found them- 
selves prosentiy within the Egyptian lines of 
defense. 

A. STRONG POSITION. 

They entirely surprised all expectations. Had 
they been held by troops with hearts in their 
work they would have offered effectus! 
resistance against almost any odds. The scene 
in the open space behind the defenses was 
very striking. The rebel tents were still stand- 
ing in long white rows. “fn front of them were

About twenty persons were arrested in Cairo, 
igcluding Rifaat Bey.

The work of disarming 
prisoners is now over, and only a few companies 
of English troops remain to guard them.

should be taken, the arrival of Gen. Drury Lowe 
and the cavairy put a stop to the pians 
of the violent portion of the mob.

AT CAIRO,

CHINA AND JAPAN, 
THE JAPANESE ENVOY RETURNS TO COREA. 

Lokon, Sept. 1.—The Japanese Envoy to 
Corea, with his suite and asmall military escort, 
only balf a battalion of infantry, reached Jin- 
sen, the seaport of the Corean Capitol of Zeoul 
Aug. 12, escorted by three Japanese war-ships in 
the harbor, and also by Chinese ships, from one 
of which came a Obinese representative to ex- 
change odicial courtesi¢s. The Japanese landed 
immediately and were met by messengers 
from Tai-on-kun, the leadere of the 
late outbreak and present head 
of the Government, with an earvuest 
request that they would not proceed t the Oap- 
tot, affairs being etili disordered and no guar- 
antee of safety possible. Hanabusa, the Japan- 
ese Envoy, refused delay and pressed 
forward, entering Zeoul Aug. 16 with- 
out molestation. The Japanese at once 
distributed a brief notification of their pres- 
ence, announcing their peacetul intentions and 
explaining the presence of the soldiers as 
necessary for protection, and oom the 
neediesness of disturbance or alarm. 
The return of the Envoy to § his 
post occurred just twenty-one days after his 
expulsion from the country by a murderous 
mob.

DR. H. W. THOMAS, 


The Immanency of God. 

The Rev. Dr. R. W. Thomas preached yester- 
day morning ia the People's Chureh, taking as 
his text: ee ek 

0 aply they 
miuht toot iter Him, nd ina 4 He be not 
tur m every ohe bt us; tor in Him we live, and 
move, and have our being.— Acts, rvit., 71-28. 

Following is the sermon: 

The mind of man is so constituted that he 
naturally seeks for causation. He wants to 
know, not only bow things are, but whence they 
come. Heasks, Wat is! and Whyitis? And 
henee these two lines of thought run through 
all speculative and reflective literature. 

The éariier ages knew much less than is 
now known of What is; or of the phenomena of 
nature and the extent of the universe; and 
deuce their babits of thought were largely sub- 
jective; they thought of their inner life, and of 
the cause of things, and assuming certain prin- 
ciples of the mind they reasoned from these in 
philosophy and religion; or, in other words, they 
objectivized their ideal conceptions. The 
thinkers of the earlier Greek schools sought for 
an explanation of Nature, and their first 
effort was to reduce its manifold 
plurality to unity, and to find some unchange- 
able basic principle from which all might pro- 
ceed, Thus Thales supposed that the cause of 
all was to be found in water. He reasoned that 
all lite is sustained by moisture and warmth. 
and that these proceed from water; henee water 
was the source of all, and in this he was in sym- 
pathy with the poets and priests of his time, 
who made the ocean the parent of the gods. 
Anaximander found the cause of things in neat, 
and cold, and motion: and Anaximenes found it 
in the air; and Pythagoras in mathematics and 
music, Or in numbers and time; and iater, Soc- 
rates and Plato sought God in reason and moral 
principles. 

Far back of and contemporaneous with the 
philosophy of the Greeks was the clearer theistic 
conception of the universe as reveaied in the 
Old Testament, and accepted and concreted in 
their worship by the Hebrew people; and this 
has been more fully unfoiced in the progress of 
revelation and doctrine in Gnrist. 

A few centuries ago the human mind, with 
the coming of the iriductive form of reasoning, 
changed ive method, and from asking the Wby, 
or the cause of things, turned its attention o 
the things themselves, or began to ask witb a 
deeper earnestness, Whatis? Under this new 
Impulse modern science bas pressed its in- 
vestigazions in every direction, and with the 


most Marvelous results in revealing the won- 
dert ot the earth and the stars. The effect of 
this has been to give thought a powerful out- 
ward movement, and to push itso far out into 
the magnitude and immensity of things 
that reason staggers and halta, and even im- 
agivation is dazzied. 

It is but paturail that the mind, overpowered 
by its Own visions, and burdened by the weignt 
of its own discoveries, should return to itself. 
and witb ali this yast knowledge of the What 
and the How, should > prone take up the old 
queshuu of the Why, and one can readiiy per- 
ceive that with the enlurged coneeption of the 
universe the question of causation must also be 
enlarged. Men can yf think of and reason 
upon that which js but a little above themselves. 
A chiid can understand how the older brother is 
strouger, and the 
still, and the teacher 
they are larger 
mankind bad but the conception 
of the size of the earth, and thought the sun was 
a little body moving around it, they could with- 
out much difficulty reech up to the thought of 
God, for it was not so much above themselves. 
And they could easily believe that the sun and 
the moos stood still at the prayer of Joshua, and 
knowing but littie of the — and invari- 
abieness of natural laws, they could readily ac- 
cept the thought of the supernatural. But now 
the universe bas,so enlarged that we must en- 
large our conception of God; and when the 
mind is breaking down under the thought of the 
lesser, bow is it to rise to the conception of the 
greater? And gence itis that now, as probabi 
never before, because never so broadly reali 
the theistic probiem, or the question of God, is 
troubling so many minds. 

It sveuis evident that with the new awakening 
and the deeper thinking on the subject there is 
coming also a change in the conceptions of God 
or in the methods of studying His existence and 
His presence or immapency in Nature. This 
change will not, in the end, be a departure from 
the true Scriptural idea nor from the great 
creeds of Christianity, but rather a return to 
the ip and a deeper realization of their meaning. 

Somehow there bas long been in the popular 
conception of God the idea that He must be 
thought of and sought for not as in Nature and 
in man, but as outside of both. And bence the 
effort bas been to conceive of u being larger 
than the universe, and standing on the outside 
of worids and thidigs and making them as a me- 
chanic makes a pfree of furniture or builds a 
house. The idea A making bas taken the place 
of creating, and where the thought of creating 
is held, still thers) seems to attach to it the 
menting of working from without: and it is 
perhaps natural tliat we sbould so speak and 
think. for we work ion that way. But when we 
come to study Nature we find its processes are car- 
ried on from withio; that plants grow; that au- 
mals and men are born; that they grow, and are 
not made as the artist chisels out a statue or the

uggests the same idea, for its root 

meaning is that which is born. And the scient- 
ists who have projected the question of God in 
us larger forms seem themselves to be prepar- 
ing the way for its anger, for they are all the 
time search for the cause of things, in things, 
and not outside of tem, saying that matter 
contains in itself the promise and the potency 
of all t is.”’ constant tendency is to 
get away from an outside power or worker, and 
to account for things. by their own laws; that is, 
they are coming to the natus.“ to the born. 
and not the made. They tell us things are 
natural; itis natural for them to be as they 
are; that itis the “nature of nature,” as Huxley 
expresses it; and that we need not look for an 
ouside being or power to produce them; that 
all the forms of life on earth, and the earth 
itself, and the universe, were evolved from an 
inuer something, and not made by an outside 
powers that isto say, that the universe was 

rn, or evolved, and not made. 

Well, suppose we say that this is so. Where 
then do we stand? Have we displaced God? 
Certainly not. We have only replaced Him. We 

ve taken Him from the outside of things and 

aced Him on the inside. And is there really 
any loss to fact or to Christian thought in doing 
this? Is it better for God to be on the outside 
of His universe, or on the inside? Is it better 
fora man to be outside of himself or inside? 
To be in his body or outof it? The doctrine of 
evolution raises simply the question of metbod 
as to how things came to be as they are. That 
they are, and are as they are, is admitted by all. 
But Bow came they to be so? The common 
idea seems to be that they were made so by an 
outside power or being whom we call God; the 
scientinc explanation is that 
essence, or by WwW 
unex plain cause, 
witbin. And in this I 
think the scientists are coming to the Scriptural 
conception of God as all and in all”: of God as 
a life, a Spirit, pervading and animating ail; that 
“in Him we live. and move, and bave our be- 
ing.” It is true that the Scriptures, accommo- 
da language to human thought, and desorib- 
ing the creation phenomenally, or as it would 
appear to one loom op, may seem to convey 
the ea of a working from without, and with 
hands, but the deeper thought is, of speuking, 
of commanding, of breathing; the outgoing of 
thought, of a volition of intelligence that in- 
forms and controls the whole creation. Aud we 
are taught by the great creeds of Christianity to 
think of God, not as a being with body or parts, 
but a8 an essence, or a Spirit. 

The fear is felt by many that in these transi- 
tions.of thought, the distinet conception of God 
will lost; t somehow the words Nature and

proce the idea of God as separate or apart from 
is works; that God will be lost in Nature and 
law, and that we shal! return to Pantheism; to 
the oid belief that what we call Nature or the 
universe is God.

And thus may we bope and believe that our 
world wil) not lose the thought of God in its 
study of nature., but rather come to see God in 
nature, in fife, in design, and intelligence, in all 
natural and moral laws; and thus to see 
where He is, and as He is. and come at last to 
live asin His presence; to say that He “is not 
far from any one of us; that in Him we live, 
and move, and have our being”: or as the strong- 
er weaning Of the Greek here is, we are in Him: 
and, as our Savior teaches, He is in us. God 
in Christ, God in man, God in nature, “God all 
and in all.

Thus Jesus taught the woman by the well. 
The Samaritans thought God should be wor- 
shiped in Mount Gerizim, and the Jews thought 
Jerusalem or Zion was the abode of His pres- 
ence; but Jesus said neither in this mount nor 
in Jerusalem. God is a spirit, and they that 
ee Him must worship ia spirit and truth.“ 
Abd the poor woman awoke to the surprise that 
God was in her thoughts and life, and bad been 
with ber and could tell her “ all things sbe ever 
did.” Aud thus Paul in preaching to the Athe- 
nians, who worshiped idois and had one to the 
“onknownh God,” wuom they ignorantly wor- 
shiped. declared this unknown as the God who 
formed the Heavens and made of one all 
nations and gave them their places on the earth; 
the God who was not tar from apy one of us”’; 
the God “whose offspring we are ; in whose 
image we are; “ whose chfidren we are.” 

The need to study and realize these great spir- 
itual truths in this age of outward looking, of 
sense and material greatness; the need to look 
within, to look beyond and beneath the ap- 
parent and the perishing,and the darkening 
shadows of matter, and see the real world of 
spirit, of principles; the worid of the soul and 
of God.

To all religions, and wo all sects, the criteria of 
goodness and usefulhess come to be applied at 
last. However sublime may be their intellectual 
conceptions, however reasonable may be their 
doctrines, and however impressive may be their 
ritual observances, they cannot escape inquiries 
regarding their practical @orth. It seems to be 
assumed by the world that the divine origin of 
a faith or a cult cannot be determined by what 
it teaches, but by what it does; not by its words, 
but by its deeds. For long ages it may hold its 
place in the earth. may overawe generations by 
the reputed greatness of its miracies, and si- 
lence them by the mystery and terror of its dog- 
mas; but the time comes when it can no longer 
hide behind antiquity or theology, when it will 
be dragged by rude bands into the light, and 
when it will be judged, like a common- 
place secular institution, by the character of 
ite works. If these are pure, beneficent, and 
God-like, it will be venerated and trusted; but 
if they are not, no amount of special pleading, 
no number of historical evidences, and no ap- 
peals to authority will save it from ridicule and 
rejection. . 

This bas been abundantly demonstrated more 
than once in the history of the world. When, 
for instance, contact with Greek thought and 
life corrupted the religion of the Latins, and 
when as a consequence immorality spread 
among the Romans, all their gods and godesses 
fell into contempt. They could not worship 
beings who were represented as devoted to the 
practice of vices which their ancestors had ab- 
borred, and when the Hellenes taugbt them to 
identify Jupiter with Zeus, Minerva with Pallas. 
and Venus with Aphrodite, they turned sneer- 
ingly and despairingly toward Lucretius and 
Materialism. A somewhat similar revulsion oc- 
curred in the sixteenth centory. The revolt 
from Papacy which then took place 
was not on account of doctrine. 
That in, the Reformation was not 
primarily theological, but ethical. So far as the 
sale of indulgences, the celibacy of the clergy, 
and other abuses involved theology, the move-

spread in our times. Members of the church 
have been taught that they cannot do anything, 
that, at least. what they do is unclean and de- 
serving of no commendation, and consequently 
they have become listless and apathetic. Others 
have been driven into doctri discussions, and 
bave tried to exercise their religious nature in 
a direction where it might not prove aitogether 
in vain. “ Works are useless,” they say, then 
possibiy dogma may be profitable. Some 
preachers, like these laymen, leave the evils of 
the world to cure themselves, and occupy their 
taleats in carving anc polishing into complete- 
ness their schemes of doctrinul salvation.” The 
ministry under the influence of euch views be- 
comes an intellectual calling—a struggle for in- 
tellectual supremacy; its incumbents are judged 
by purely intellectual rules, and congregations 
go without spiritual guides and communities 
without leaders in reform, because such guid- 
ance and leadership are undervalued un- 
desired. And whatis the outcome of this ex- 
cessive intelicctualism when it prevails? 
people who exact it critical and eenseri- 
Hus. hard to please, and sensitive; and religion 
becomes to them a weekly gratificauon of the 
bead, not a daily rule for the life. such people 
are not erate of their example, do not 
seek to conform their actions to a divine stand- 
ard, and, though they may be far from viciou 
— a are not wholly vonsecrated to the cause o 
virtue. , 

To cure these evils, and by so doing to redeem 
the character of modern Christianity, I believe 
we must dispute the soundness of current ortho- 


\dox views concerning the value wort of 


works, and returo to the teachings of Nehemiah 
and Paul. We must come to see that they are 
not unimportact and unmeritorious; but that 
they are more precious than doctrine or feeling, 
and are set forth in the Scriptures as deserving 
the favor of God. That this is not an inference 
from the words of two men, whose meaning may 
be obscure, you may easily satisfy yourselves 
by an appeal to general testimony of the 
Bibie. But 8 you may remind me that it 
is written by “the deedsof the law shall no 
tlesh be jusiified.” I know it; and at the Great 
glance this declaration seems be Fre- 
concilable with what Paul affirms in our text. 
and with the position 1 have ventured to tag 
gest. This, however, is a mistake. We do not 
assume that obedience can do everything, we do 
not assert that it can atone and save; but we 
are equally far from admitting that it is power- 
lesa todo anything. Being in sin, we need a 
Savior, and our restoration to Divine favor 
primarily and exclusively depends on His mer- 
its. And even dere, in a doctrine which seems 
the most remote from the one we defend in tis 
discourse, we have evidence of its truth. Though 
our good deeds do not bring salvation to us, the 
good deeds of Jesus do; showing that in right- 
eousness there is so much worth that it rolis 
away the penalty appointed to sin, and, though 
it is the righteousness of innocent, has 
wer to restore the Divine favor to the guilty. 
t the holy service of Jesus could be soe 
cious, though it is impossibie for ours to rival if 
and certa niy impossible for ours to justify us. 
must it not share with His righteousness in 
roportion to its perfection in meritoriousness? 
‘nis I think is clearly authorized Seripture; 
tor while it teaches that we are justitied through 
the ubedience of another, it magnifies and shows 
the worth of obedience in ourselves. it repre- 
sents Jesus as teaching (Math. xxv.) that the re- 
ward of heaven shail be determined by the life 
on earth. lie shalleay to them on His right 
hand.“ who visited the poor. and imprisoned, 
and sick, come. ye blessedof my Father, in- 
herit the kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundations of the world.” Aiso, He is come 
again to render to every man according as his 
works Shall be.” Moreover, it shows bow the 
Almiguty is intluenced and swa 1 the right- 
eousness of the righbteuns. ben He prepared 
to smite Sodom He yet avows His willingness to 
spare it for the sake of ten righteous men if 
they can be found: and it is written that the 
prayers of a righteous man availeth much.“ 
Just as Paul says so expressively, lie is not 
uprighteous to forget.” He may forget, and 
does torget our sip: but be forgets not our la- 
bor of love. We call upon Him in prayer, and 
as he looks upon us He remembers. He remem- 
bers all that we bave done in obedience to the 
law of right. all that we have suffered or sacri- 
ficed in behalf of truth and holiness; He is not 
unmindful, and the fact that de is not. 
and that an Apostie says that He would be 
varighteous Were it otherwii, we must 
lieve that there is intrinsic worth in that which 
moves Him so mightily. Lf you turn to the second 
and third of Revelations you will de impressed 
by the accounts of God's dealings with the Seven 
Churches of Asia. You will und that His favor 
and their prosperity depend on their wors, 
and that He does not hesitate to magnify their 
grace and virtue.
